New Teltament, which 15 pecultarly entitled The 
Revelation; Becauſe it 1s and ought to be in the place of immediate Reve- 
I:tion ro All, who Read, and Hear it, and all the Servants of Chriſt ought 
10 Read and Hear it, For it is the Revelation, that God gave to Feſus 
Chriſt to ſhew to his Servants, things that are {hortly to come to paſ;, 
And that ſhewing is plainly declard to be by their Reading, and Hearing:

Popiſh Leaven ; which how little ſoever it appears in Bulk, 
and how ſmall a Proportion ſoever m number of Perſons com- 
pared with Proteſtants it is rated at, it yet undoubtedly 
hopes to Leaven the whole Lump of the Nation, claim- 
mg to it ſelf the Privilege of the truly Catholic Chriſtia- _ 
nity, to which it can no more than pretend. 
The Romaniſts do not only ſeem to themſelves to be, but 
likewiſe glory as being on the higher ground, tho' infinitely 
(45 it may be in general Expre/ion ſaid) inferiour to the Prote- 
ſtants in Arguments of Scripture, Reaſon, and Antiquity, 
Wet while thy offer Argument for Argument, Obje&ion 
for Objection, Anſwer for Anſwer ; All Men, and at 
all times, are not ſo wiſe to ſee, know, and be firmly perſwaded 
for Truth againſt Errors, eſpecially when Deceptions are 
flank'd with hopes of advantage on one ſide, and fears of diſ- 
advantage 0n the other , which the Supreme Prince hath in 
His band to diſtribute on each fade. 
At the b:ſt the Controverlie ſeems to depend, and to be 
like to depend while the World ſtands, as thus menagd ; but if 
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indeed the Word of God having plainly foreſeen the ate of

the ten Horns to be ten Kings,\ad the Woman to be that City that 
at that time Reign'd over theKings of the Earth ; which is 4s plain 
an Interpretation he meant Rome, 9s if any one in theſe days ſhould 
firſt drawLondon in ar Emblem or Device, and ther ſay, It is the 
City that is at this time the Capital City of the' Nations I doubt 
20t, any one that underſtands contmon Senſe would think it plain 
enough, London was the City, and if the Emblem were Treaſonable, 
the Innuendo would be thought ſufficient to take away his Life. 

And That It is the preſent Papal Rome, the Procedure of the Ar- 
gument is even as eaſie ; For if the Emblem of London were giver: 
with the Succeſſuon of Kings from the Conqueſt, under which it 
hath been the Capital City 1iÞ/ it came down 1o our preſent. Sove- 
raign (whom Cod long preſerve, and let our King live for ever) it 
would be a ſure Charader, the preſent London was intended ;, even 
ſo' ſure may the preſent Papal Rome be known to be intended by 
this Prophecy. . |

Now although theſe Two Viices 
are prepar'd for a particular Time, and that is ſtil 

to come ; yet they ſound backward from that Time, where- 
in they are to have ſo perfeCt an Elevation, to the Times be- 
tore; and ſo conſequently to all T ime forward, from that ve- 
ry Time wherein theſe Voices were Heard, and Recorded by 
the Apoſtle 7ohn, the Apocalyptical Amanuenſis, or Scribe; that 
ſo from that very Time, the Execution of the Things de- 
clar d may be expected, and prepar'd for, as in their proper 
Time to be executed. 

But more eſpecially ſince the Time of the Reformation, and 
{0 onwards, the nearcr we approach the T ime tor which it is 
prepar'd, the more the Voice, with which we have now to do, 
is to be attended, as it it ſounded louder and louder ; And it 
hall moſt ſenſibly do ſo, when the Fourty tws Months of the Beaſt

ly, The Pen of this Divine Seribe was not made in wan. 

| will cherefore uſe the higheſt Diligence of Reſearch and 
clole Enquiry into the Prophecy, concerning the City, and 
the Times appointed to It ; and then concerning tile Gumming 
aut of it, and enforce the Charge here given ti come our of 11 ; 
and all this as peculiarly deriv'd from this Holy Oracle, in 
compariſon of which, all the Streams deriv'd trom hp. 
ty are Low and Flar in ſhewing the Great Abominations of that

Bur Blefed 7g be that Readeth, and hey who Hear the Words 
of this Prophecy, tor now the Time is more at hand, as to what 
WC arc now to Treat of, than when the Oracle was firſt given 
although cach part of this Prophecy was in its own 1 ime aud 
Order at Hand, according to the Line, wherein each T hing 
was tO Come to pals, and which Line began in rhe Things that 
were tirlt wo come to pals, and did come to pals from the Ke 

ſurre- 


ſurreftion and Aſcenſion of Chriſt, which are but one Time in 
the Account of Prophecy ( as we ſay in Law, The whole 
of each Term is but one Day ;) and from thence the Revelation 
is dated, as from its Epoch, or Beginning-Point. 

Firſt therefore concerning the City, there arc ſuch Charadters 
as undeniably affſure us This City can be no other than the City

But this 1/oman, this [mperial and [mperions whoriſh Woman, is 
aftirm'd to be 4 TAs, þ weydhn, 1 fee, With all che Empha- 
lis and Force of Expreſſion that can be ; The City, The 
Creat ; That hath ( now, faith the Apoſtle 7obn, thatl am in 
writing it ) at rhis yery preſent Time, the Kingdom over the Kings 
vf the Larth, | . 

Now a City that had then the Kingdom over the Kings of the 
Earth,- undeniably imporred a Capital City, the Seat of an Uni- 
verſal Monarchy at that Time. For as a Monarch hath in the ve- 
ry nature of a Monarch, all ſubordinate Magiſtrates under him, 
and accountable to Him ; ſo an Univerſal Monarchy. hath 
Stares and Kingdoms under it ; that however in their parti- 
cular Kingdoms They may be over and above all others, yer 
[till cheir Power is Limitable and accountable tO, and may be 
Appealed trom to the Univerſal Monarchy and Power. 

W hen therefore This Ciry is ſaid to he The City, The Great, 
Having at that "Time a Kingdom over the Kings of the Earth ,, It 
is to fay, the City ſpoken of was at the Time when the Reve- 
lation was given the Seat of an Univerſal Monarchy, and that 
{ome Supreme Power had its Imperial Reſidence there, took 
irs Title from chat City,exercis'd irs Power under that T itle,and 
as the then preſent Head of thar City bore up the Giry by fuch 
Title ; fo that it is ſaid to have a Kingdom over the Kings of the 
Earth, becauſe fuch a Power, ſo related to it, had a Kingdom 
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over all other Kingdoms far and near, or had ſuch an Unj- 
verſal Monarchy or Kingdom. 

Now what City that was, that had then a Kingdom over the 
Kings of the Earth, in the ſenſe now declared, belides the Noti- 
ces of Univyertal Hiſtory in that matter, it is moſt evident from 
Scripture, that it. muſt be eyen that very City Rome, tor Au 
guſtus, at that time the Emperour of Rome, when our Lord was 
Born, made a Decree, that All the World, viz. the World of the 
Roman Empire, which Aſpird, as it were to equal the very Ha 
bitable Earth in Extent, ſhould come under a particular Cenſus, 
or be delcrib'd, that fo an Account af the large Bounds of the 
Dominion, the Numerouſnels, Strength, aud Riches of rhe Sub 
jets might be render'd to Him. 

We read in the Hiſtory of the Adts of the Apoſtles, how great 
the Honour was for any City to be accounted a Member of 
that City, "that its Natives might be the Free-Born of that City, 
lt made ſuch a Gity no mean Gty. The Immunity of being 16 


Free-born was lo great, that maiy purchagd it at an exceeding 
Rate, who had it not by Birth. We find the Apoltle Pau, 
though he was a Zew, and immediately fubject to the Zerijſh 
Lax, yet, as it were directed by an Impulſe of Providence, Ap 
peals ro Cſar's Tribunal, as the Higheſt upon Earth. Theſe and 
many other Exprefhons aſſure us, what City it was that at that

Aud it was very nccellary, the Scripture, that loyes-moſt in! 
all weighty matters to be (ery'd by its own Records, ſhould take 
this great Notice of the Roman Empire , Becauſe as the Fowth 
Monarchy, ic was of the Four the moſt Remarkable ; For in it 
the Kingdom of Meſſrab, that is to be fo Univerſal a Monarchy in- 
deed, began to be ſet up in its Begtuning, and will in the End of 
the ſame Roman Monarchy be a Dominion under the whole Heaven.

Now no ſuch Aboliſhment of the City Rome hath yer been, 
but it hath out-liv'd the Calamities that it ſuffer'd at any 
Time {ince the Prophecy, and hath always. ſo recoverd it 
ſelf that it is at this day in Grandeur, ſo that the Truth of 
the Prophecy muſt be wholly overthrown, or nor yet fulfill'd ;

I fay nothing of the Cities of the Nations Falling at the ſame 
Time that Great Babylon came in Remembrance before God, becauſe I 
would reſt only upon what is moſt indubitably plain. 

2. The Glory of the Church, and of the Kingdom of Chrift, 
the Bride, the Lambs Wife making her ſelf ready to the Marriage, 
and that whole Bleſſed change of Things, an{wering the great 
Types of the Prophecy, immediately follow the Deſolation of this 
City Rome : So in Damel, after the giving the Beaſt to the Flames 
( as is here foretold alſo after the Final Deſtru&tion of Babylon ) 
the Kinzdom under the whole Heaugn zs given to the Saints, of the moſt 
High, and Sathan chain'd, ſhut up, and ſeaÞd mto hrs own bottomleſs 
pit, that he might deceive the Nations no more. But that theſe Happy 
Things 'have not yet come to paſs, there needs nothing more 
to convince All that bear the Chriſtian Name, than the Impoſture 
and Tyranny of Mahomet, that hath rag'd within the very Bow- 
els of the Chriſtian World fo long a ſpace. 

The moſt obſervant therefore of the Roman Commentators on 
this Prophecy, finding how impoſſible it is to adjuſt the Prophecy 
of theſe two Chapters to Rome changed from Rome Tmperial, as 
Heathen, to Rome Imperial, as Chriſtian, have thought the fecond 
Interpretation the ſafer Refuge from the Terrorof its Judg- 
ment,here forctold, and much the rather, I doubt not, becauſe 
an Expoſition reſting on a Futurity can be lefs Eyicted 1n 1ts 
 Dilagreeableneſs, than what bears on Things paſt, and what 1s 
co be juſt at the End of the World, can be hardlier confuted 


by ſhewing the il]-matehing of Conſequences, { eſpecially ___ 
| the 
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the Confequences are ſo Great, as the Day of 7adgment only can 
parallel; (as they have truly enough conlider'd, ) 'then what 
was to have been fo many Ages ago Attended with ſuch Conſe- 
quences as have not yct come to pals, which every one can 
plainly charge. 

Bur yet the_due and cloſe Search into this Prophecy will as 
much Confute this, as the other; as is now to be made evident : 
which, rhat it may be done, I will lay down this Propoſition, 
and prove it from the whole Prophetick Table. 

Rome in the preſent State is that, which hath been from the Protoſit. 
Time the Imperial Name of the City-Rome ceagd, and ſtill-conti- 
nues, that Symbolical, myſtical F/oman, or City, upon which this 
Prophecy, and the whole Deltgnation of it, perpendicularly, or as 
we fay, point-blank Falls, and not a Future Rome and Antichriſt 
to be expedted, Three years and a haif only before the Day of Zude- 
ment, as {ome Papifſts would have it.

doms, and Cities, their Times are given by the Reigns of the

Now Thus is the whole Prophetick Frame. This City fits on 
a Beaſt of Seven Heads, tor thoſe Seven Monntan-Heads are by the 
By, and only to give the prefumprive Knowledge of this City, 
ſo fam'd for its Seven Mountains ; the certain, and more accom- 
pliſh'd afſurance, even to Plercthory, of which is, its having at 
that Time a Kingdom over the Kings of the Earth : yet this of the 
Mountains joyn'd with it eſtabliſhes it in the Evidence of I wo 
moſt undoubted Teſtimonics of it. 

Yer ſtill it is to be confider'd, the Woman fits on the Moun- 
tains, only as a City is defcrib'd by its Scituation, and this City 
by its Scituation on Seven Mountains which 1s a very Grand Cha- 
rater of it : But the Woman fits on the Bea$i of Seven Heads, as 
2 Man or Woman are carried aloft on the Beaſt that bears them, 
or on which they Ride ;- fo this }YVoman its, as a City, faſt ſea- 
ted on Seven Mountains, and as an Imperial Woman Riding in 
State on the Beoſt, that bears, ( as the Prophecy exprelly ſtyles 
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it ) or carries her, and offering her Golden cup of Fornications to the 
Kings of the Earth, intoxicated with the Grandeur and Riches, 
as alſo with the Senſualiry of her Luſts and Adulteries. 

Encircled therefore with theſe Seven and Seven of Heads for 
Afſuring the City, and for the greater flouriſh of the Type, 
The Woman ſits on high ; and the Two Sevens of Heads are expoun- 
ded by the Angel to be Seven Fills or Mountains, unmoveable 
Heads. And [ They} viz. the Heads, ( not [” There] as the Eng- 
liſh Tranſlation too Low ) are Seven Kings, who are the mo- 
ving, living Heads of the Beaſt, on which ſhe ſits, and by the 
Flitting or Rothove of the Principality from one Head to ano- 
ther, ve Times of the Woman, or of the City, as we ſhall fee, 
are to be dated ; for though the Heads are always united to the 
Beaſt, as all one Animal, or Beſt:al living Creature, however 
monſtrous ir may ſeem, yet the Kingſhip of the Heads was in a 
Succeſſion till it came to the laſt King under which it now is, 
and hath been 1o long. 

Now among theſe Seven Heads that were Kings, there was a 
Seventh King cait in, that was of anothes kind, as being no 
Head, which is of very great conſideration in this prophetical 
Portraicture, as we ſhall find ; and He comming in makes the 
Seventh Head the Eighth King, 
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That we may be therefore guided by this whole T ype ta the 
certain knowledge of the preſent State of rhis City, I will lay 
down theſe four rropolitions, with the proof of each. 

Thele Seven Heads and Eight Kings arc not together Kings, or 
in the Exercite of Sovcreignty at one andthe ſame Time, but 
are in 4 mt or after one another ; This is moſt undc-

Now thcle Five Fallen Heads are given as in One, or as 1n a 


Knor and Clamp together, the Prophecy being little concern'd

in their exa&t Diſtin&ion, or Succeſſion ; it being enough to it, 
that rhere were before the Prophecy Five Supreme Roman Govern- 
ments, ( which, as we ſhall ſee, It calls Kings, ) Whether they 
were juſt in an order, or whether traycrling one another, it 1s 
all one as to the Prophecies Concern in them. The Caution 
ctherefote in the Prophecy in this matrer is very obſervable, 
knowing what objeion might be made concerning the Succe(- 
lion of the Kink Conſular, Diffatorian, Tribunal, and Decem- 
viral Power, the ſo well known ſeveral Governments of the 
Roman States, It gives them in a Heap of Five together : Sig- 
nifying, Ic intended no more than to mark by them the 
| Beaſts Heads before the Prophecy, as paſt, or Fallen, and onl 

Remarks the Succeſſion of the One that then was , and thar It 
was not While the Five were, and that they had been, and were 
Fallen, betore the Prophecy was given ; which ſufficicntly de- 
monſtrates the Succeſſion betwixt the Five, and the One then in 


Being ; which is all the Prophecy aims at, and troubles not ir 


ſelf with the order of the Five among themlelves, any farther, 
than that Five ſuch were, and that they drew along the T imes 
of the City to the Succeſſion of the One then in Being, 

The Seventh was plainly to be a King, but was nor yet come, 
but was to come, and to continue but a ſhort ſpace, when He came , 
which farther aflures the Succeſſion : For ſeeing He was not 
come, He could not be together with the Sixth King, who then 
was, nor could He be at the ſame Time with the ſucceeding 
Eighth, in whom the City was to be deſtroy'd ; for He was to 
continue but a ſhort ſpace ; And then after Him the Eighth King 


follows, the Eighth, viz. in ſtrict Order, becauſe the ſhort- 


liv'd Seventh came between Him and the S:xth ; But the Eighth 
was of the Seven, viz. of the Seven Kings, who were alſo the 
Seven Heads ; there muſt be therefore a Succeſhon between the 
Serenth ſhort-liv'd, and the Eighth ; becauſe the Seventh and 
Eighth imply fo much, the Seventh is to continue a ſhort ſpace. 
The Lighth therefore neceſſarily is ſupposd not to be ſo cur- 
tailed in Time; Both Kings, and ſo not together, and the Other 
Seventh no Head; for the Eighth was of the Seven Kings that 
were Heads. From all which it is moſt impoſſible, but that a 
Succeſſion mult appear moſt manifeſtly. 

Therc is no Aioearance of the leaſt of an Hiatus or Gap; 


there is no Unterreign, No vacuum, or empty ſpace in the Suc- 
ceffion berwixt the Sixth King, then in Being, the Seventh and 
lb the 
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the Eizhth, in which onely the Prophetick Time is concern'd, 
but all che Caution againſt ir rhat can be z for why was this 
Seventh King, who was no Head, put in, but that he might 
ſtand, as an Embolimean or double Seventh King, like our Emby- 
limean or double Twenty fourth of February in every Embuli- 
mean or tntercalay, or, as we ulually ſpeak, Leap-year, that there 
might be no diforder in Time, as here no Gop in the Succeſſi- 
on; For thus only could the Succeſſion of rheſe Kings exatt- 
ly Lead the Courſe of the Cities Time ; $0 that the Spaces of it 
might be meaſur'd thereby ; But if Thoſe Seven Kings only, 
that were Heads had been nam'd, while there was Another he- 
rween, that was no Head, and he had not been Nam'd , Therc 
mult have been a Leap of Time from the /ixth ro the ſeventh 
Head, and no Account of the Seventh King ( making the ſeventh 
Head the eighth King) to have (welPd up that ſpace of the ſeventh 
King's Time into Appearance and Notice. 
rom whence it is Evident, that the Seventh King, no Head 
of the Beaſt, that Carries the Woman, and yet A King of the City, is 
calt in to keep the Courſe and Current of the Prophetic Time 
ſtrait-and tight z For if the very exatt Pourtraifture of the Beaſt 
had been only delign'd, It had heen more Juſt and Even, with- 
out any mention of rhe Seventh King, that pertain'd not to che 
Beaſt, nor to the Woman as carried by the Beaſt. But It was abſo- 
lutely neceflary, that King alſo ſhould be mention'd, that rhe 
Time of the Prophecy with Relation ro the Beaſt, and the City 
might be under juſt Computation,which it could not have been 
except the Seventh King being King of the City, as before ſaid, and 
Coming between the /ixth King and Head, and the Eighth Kinp 
but ſeventh Kead had been plac'd in his Regular Succeſſion, how- 
ever it ſeemto interrupr the (tate of the Beaſt, who tor that time 
( as we ſhall ſee ) lay wounded, and fo was to (uffer that Diſorder 
in this [1s prophetical Repreſentation, 

The King that was no Head can haye no room in the Order 
of Succeſſion, bur juſt in that Seventh Place : For the Seven Heads 
are ſeven Kings, viz. Seven that are alſo Heads; Secing then there 
are Eight Kings, although but ſeven Heads: There mult be one 
of theſe Kings who is no Head; Elſe there muſt be eight Heads, 
which contradifts the Prophecy : Which Place then the Ag 
No Head holds muſt be enquir'd; It cannot be any of the Fuc 
Fallen ; For they are in Conftrudtion of ahad' neceſſarily 
Heads,For thoſe {ann Heads are Seven Kings, Five of which es 

who 
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who were Heads are Fallen ; So the very Frame of the Words 
requires, But helides the Five are put together, and fo mult be 
ofa Kind, and therefore All alike Heads , or All alike no Heads,, 
if All no Heads, where rhen can be the Seven ? therefore of nc- 
ceſſity All Heads, And There is nothing more in the Mind and 
Deſign of the Prophecy, than to afſure usthe Eighth King is a Head, 
For whereas He is the Eighth in Number of Kings, He is I ranl- 
posd backward, and made the Seventh, viz. Head, For io he 
muſt be, when of the Seven; Seven, Take them either as Kings, 
or Heads, both which as together and in one are Sevens, and no

Another is not yet Come, Another, what? but King, Yet not Head, 
For He is Another ; For when ſuch a Point of difference is to be 
decided, there is great Reaſon to give the word Another a greater 
weight of Senſe, then only a caſual Word of Order ; but ic 
ſeems the Sprrit of Prophecy choſe that word [ One] that the 
word | An«ther ] might fall emphatically and yet concealedly,

*urther, when He Comes, He mu$l continue but a ſhort ſpace, 
which is ſaid only of the ſeventh King, and no Head, For the Five 
are put together, The Sixth is; The Eighth goes indeed into 
Perdition, but after how long T ime is here bur Intimated : On- 
ly the ſeventh is of ſhort ſpace, who being no Head of the Beaſt 
that Carries the City, ought to be of ſhort ſpace only , For neither 
the Beaſt nor ſuch a City could have ſurvived long, if the A112 
Ng Head had been of long duration : Eur they were to luryive 

ong, 

Lattly, the Eighth is expreſly ſaid to be of the Seven, iImmedi- 
ately after the Seventh had made' an Interruption berween the 
Heads, being no Head Himlelt, but it the ſeventh King had been 
a Head, and the ſixth none, we might have expetted, what Falls 
{y0n the ſeventh King, would have been ftix'd on the f1xth Ning, 
0 diſtinguiſh ic from being a Hud; and what is ſet on the 
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Eighth King to afſure Him to be a Head, would have been in thc 
ſame meaſure Communicated to the ſeventh King, to afſiire Him 
ro be a Head, as well as King, if the ſixth King had madea Chaſm 
or Breach berwixt the Heads, whereas All talls fit on the ſeventh 
King on all tides to be no Head. 

But though All "This be enough, yet we ſhall have much 
more to Aſſure us when we come to know who thele Heads are, 
that of all moſt indiſputably the /exth muſt be a Head, and the 
ſeventh could be no Head, fecing the heads are Full of the Names of 
a | 

hele ſeven Kings are not ſeven particular Kings, or ſingle 
Monarchic Perſons, but ſeven Governments, having each a Num. 
ber or Succeſſion of ſuch ſingle Kings under them ; For King, 
in Prophenic Scripture l1gnific Kingdiuns, and not only {in he 


Kings; $o Dan. 7. 17. what are call'd Four Kings, no one doubt; 


Mean Four Kingdoms ; Accordingly ». 23. the Faurth King is In- 
terpreted to be the Fourth Kingdom. 

ln this Prophecy, proportionably the Beaſt wich Seven Heads js 
the whole Kowan Empire or Kingdom ( according to the old 
Prophetic Emblem of Heatheniſh Monarchies ) trom its firſt Foun 
dation, and Beginning to its laſt Overthrow, in which Rome, 
the /mperial City, hath been always by the Seven Headed Beaſl 
Exalted and borne on High. 

The Heads are the ſeveral Governments and Forms of Empire, 
that have each in their ſeveral Sealons exerciſed Supremacy, 
and Sovercign Authority in that Monarchy State or Kingdom, 
we of which the Prophecy ( as before nam'd ) binds up together 
as uninterefled in | 
theſe Heads, which is the Seventh and Eighth King, is eminently 
ſtyl'd the Beaſt, becaule His Supremacy is chictly treated of by 
this /ropbecy, aud in which the whole City,and All goes into Per- 
ditto wh Him, | 

Now to demonſtrate, that theſe Heads and Kings mult be 
Forms of Government, let us con(1der, one and the lame City, 
the City Kome is Carried upon the Beaſt of thele Seven Heads ( to- 

ether with the Caſt-in-King) its whole Time, evento its final 
Baſalacion For its whole Ichnagraphy or Repreſentation is 
charg'd upon thele Seven Heads, in the laſt of which Ir is utterly 
Delolared, The Heads therefore cannot be ſeveral Monarchies 
and Aingdoms ; For They are All che Heads of One Beaſt or Mo- 
archy, and fo not ſeyeral Monarchies or Empires. T hey Rana 

car 
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hear up the One City Rome, and fo muſt be one Roman Supremacy: 
Nor can they he ſingle Kings or Monarchic Perſons, ſeeing neither 
would Seven Lives ſupport the Grandeur of Eternal Rome, as It 
was CalFd, nor in FaCt have any Seven fo ſupported it from the 
Apoſtle John's Time, much leſs 1, ( One of which was then 
in Being, ) although we caſt in the Embolimean A arup' King, but 
not Head, For ſince the Writing of rhe Apefle is above lixteen 
hundred Years, and yet the Judgment Written in this Prophecy is 
not as yet Executed ; Frum the Time then that "This City was 
ſaid to have ſuch an Aicendency, as to have the Kingdom over the 
Kings of the Earth, to thiis tune of the Deſolation here Forctold, 
the City Rome was to be kept up in Diguity by its /tzth King then 
In Being, by its ſeventh King no Head for a ſhun ſpace, by its Eighth 
King and ſeventh Head, under which it 1s to Jonk 24 4 Mill-ſtone. 
How impoſſible is ir therefore, theſe Kings ſhould be orher then 
Goyernments or Succefſions of ſeyeral Perions, or numbers of 
Perſons in each Government ? | 

Let us now lay together theſe Four Propoſitions, and conl1- 
der their Amount to that which we are upon ; That which we 
are upon, is, That the Preſent and nor a Future Kome or Anti- 
chrifl Falls under the Thunder-ſtroke of this Prophecy ; and that 
the People of God are'calld out of the preſent Koman City or Church ; 
The general way of proving this muſt be by finding, that the 
Preſent Rome is upon the Eighth King and ſeventh Head ; TI oge- 
ther with which It is to be deftroy'd. For that is the Kome out 
of which the People of God are call d, even that Rome, that is to bc 

hus deſtroy'd. HSE 

To find this we muſt conſider the Fight Kings and Seven Heads, 
under which Kome paſſes its whole Time, and be able to judge 
of their Times. To which end 1 have debared theſe Four Pro- 
poſitions, 

1. That theſe are Kings in Succeſſion. 2, TI hat the Succeſſ1- 
ons are immediate, and without any void I ime between, 
3- Thatthe King that was no Head can have no Room but in 
the ſeventh place. 4. That the ſeven and cght Kings are not 
lingle Kings, but ſeycral, and a number of Aings under cach 


Ning. 
Now let us conſider the Amount of theſe four Propoſitions, 

and it muſt needs be that rheſe Things will follow. = oe 
That whatever King or fort of Government carricd the City Gonſequ.

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muſt be the ſixth King, for Five then were fallen, with whom the 
Prophecy had no further to do, then to give them, as a mark of 
the City, and of the Beaſts carrying it. One was then in Being, 
which following the Five muſt needs be the S:xth, 
We know both by Hiſtory, and by Scripture mentioning Au- 
guſtus, Tiberius, Claudius Ceſar, wn lp of Rome, That the 
bearing up Rome in the Apoſtles I imes was the Heathen 
Imperial Head ; And ſecing there was no I ume, that Rome was 
more drunk with the Blood of Saints, 11 univerſal Acknowledg- 
ment ; nor the Roman Empire more confeſſedly carryed the 
Names of Blaſphemy, then at that Time ; We know by the ſame 
uniyerfal Conſent, that of all others the ſtxth King muſt needs 
be a Head ; which decides ſo far the doubt betwixt the /ixth and 
the ſeventh Kings, which thould be of them T wo the Head, ſecin 
both could not; and it aſſures us the /txth muſt be the Head. And 
indeed were not the Prophecy fo puiſſantly againſt it, Ir looked 
fair to be the Rome, and Beaſt, of ha Time here meanr, bur for 
2reat Reaſons that can't be. 

We know by undoubted Hiſtory, the Heathen Imperialiſm fell 
by Conſtantine, in whom the Empire became Chriſtian : And ſeeing 
there was no [nter-reign, or breach in the ſucceſſion of Kings at- 
ter the ſixth, the ſeventh muſt immediately ſucceed ; And there- 
fore It muſt be the Chriſtiau Empire, becauſe that immediately 
followed that Heathen ; from whence it appears how admirably 
agreeable the Prophecy and the Event are ; For as we haye made 
evident by the words of the Prophecy the ſeventh King could be no 
Head, carrying the Names of Blaſphemy. So the Chriſtian Empire 
acknowledging the One God, and the One Mediator, the True 
God, 1n whom is Eternal Life, was free from this Brand, and by 
wonderful Wiſdom of Providence It was ordered, that Conſtan- 
tine, and other the Chriſtian Emperours withdrew themſelves 
much from Rome, lo that they did not as the Heads of the Bea/! 
bear Rome fo high, but Ir was in an Eclipſe, Conſtantine building 
the City Conſtantinople as a New Rome to ſhade the Old; And which 
is wonderful afſuring as Prophecy preſents the Beaſt wounded in 
One of his Heads with a deadly wound, ſo we know by Hiſtory the 
Beaſt as an 1dolatrous Empire was wounded in the Chriſtian Victories 
over the /dolatrous Emperours and Chiefs : Thus every way the 
word &\\\os or [ Another ] falls ſo duly upon the Chrijtiau Em- 

@ffrour, that It 1s even to raviſhment at the Witdom of the very 
prophetical Grammar, that ſo placd the 4; or [ One} that the

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«Nos or [Another] might follow big with Senſe, and yet veil'd 
with ſecreſie; and laſtly, This Empire continued but a firs ſpace z 
wn, about an hundred and fifty years, which was ſhort compa- 
red with the five fallen before the Prophecy, bundled together ; 
ſhorter by half than the ſzzth King then in Being ; but beyond 
compariſon ſhorter then the eighth King, who is plainly aim'd 
at, and for whoſe ſake the ſeventh King was cut ſo ſhort in Time 
that he might haye his tull Time, 213. of forty two prophetick 
Months ( as we hall ſee ) above twelve hundred years in ordina- 
ry account. 


The only ObjeCtion I can poſſibly divine thus far, is, that be- 


cauſe the form of Government was /mperial both under the Hea- 
then and Chriſtian Emperours. "The Heathen and Chriſtian Emperour 
cannot be underſtood to be two forms of Government, and to 
the /ixth and the ſeventh Kings ſeern confounded into One, and 
thereby this account is overthrown. 

To this I anſwer firſt, ſeeing we are ſure the Heathen Empire 
mult be the ſixth King, that then was, It will very little alter the 
caſe, asto the preſent Rome, For Ir is certain that ſixth King muſt 
be fallen ;, we are alſo certain, the ſeventh being to continue but a 
ſhort ſpace, muſt be fallen alſo, becauſe the ſpace ſrom the /ixth 
Kin 197, been ſo-yery long. From whence it will follow the 
Eighth and laſt King muſt be, and muſt have been long in play, 
and whoever is, and hath been long fo, muſt be the eighth 
King, and Rome muſt be this Kome under him, and this Rome and 
He mult be deſtroyed together ; and if we will believe the Pro- 
phecy, all chis muſt be ſure. And fo, asI tay, thedifference can- 
not be great ; For under whomloever the City now is, He mult 
be the eighth King, Kome borne up by Him muſt be the Kome 
here defiribed. and muſt be deſtroyed with Him the Beaſt ; 
and the People of God muſt come out of it, as Ir is and hath fo long 
been in the erghth King, 

Although the form of Government under the Heathen and 
Chriſtian Emperours was alike, and the ſame ay qyker Form, yet 
the Spirit and Soul of the Government being ſo purely Chriſtian 
in Gods Account, It highly merited to be reputed and given, 
as a new Succeſſion of Kings, as a diſtinCt ſeventh King, being ſo 
much Another, ſo much different from thoſe betore, and from 
that after it, although Ir had great Failings, even as the Kings 
of rhe Houfe of David had, and yet were in ſubſtance a Line of 


Honour in the ſacred Regiſter. 
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By all this we muſt know, the ſeventh Head, but eighth King 
muſt have immediately ſucceeded at the expiration of the Chrz- 
ſtian Empire, becauſe that continued but a ſhort ſpace after the Hea- 
then Empire in Being in the Apoſtles T ime, bur a long T ime hath 
now run out, and yet Kome 1s in Grandeur, 


Whatever Name harh therefore carryed the Name of $upre- 


. macy deriv«d irom the City Rome it felt, and borne up that in 


Grandcur above the Kings of the Earth at any Time, or at this 
day, and more eſpecially for a long ſpace together, fince the 
Fall of the Heathen Empire, and fince the Fall s the Chriſtian Em- 
pire, and of irs very Haoial Name mult be the eighth King ; be 
the Name what It will : And Rowe fiating upon that Beaſt, as that 
which hath drunk into it ſelf the Name ot the whole Beaſt muſt 
be that Rome, and irs eighth King, from whom the People of God 
are to ſomes; that they may not partake of their Sins, nor re- 
ceive of their Plagues, or elſe the Prophecy can have no ſenſe, Or 
irs ſenle cannot be True, 

And ſeeing we know that All This Time Rome hath incor- 
porated the Name of a Church with the Name of a City, and 
that the Biſhop or Pope of Rome hath had rhe Supremacy of that 
City and Church, and carried it on high, riaing as a Queen in 
State by Virtue of that Supremacy fince the fall of the Imperial 
Name firſt as Pagan, and then as Chriſtian we muſt know, that 
He is the Beaſt, che eighth King and ſeventh Head, and that Rome 
as a Church now, more then a City, though a City too, is that 
very Rome, from which the People of God are to come out, becauſe 
of rhe toulnels of its Antichriſtian and Idolatrous Fornications, and 
becauſe of the Horror of thar Vengeance to be cxacted upon it, 
of which the Judgment upon Sodom, rhe Plagues upon Agypr, 
and the Vengeance on Samaria and Jeruſalem were but Ty pes; For 
It is that Edomitiſh Border of Wickedneſs againſt which Gad will 
have Indig nation for EVEer, 

For if Rome, and no other be the City, as we have ſeen beyond 
Conteſt, ir is, the Pillars of its Time from the Prophecy are to 
high and lotty, that they cannot be over-ſcen ; The ftxth King 
then in Being when the Apoſtle 7ohn writ is one Pillar, the ſo more 
than Monumental Deſtruckion of ſo Imperious a City is the other 
Pillar. Whatever time runs between theſe Two Pillars by the 
expreſs Words of the Prophecy are givento the fixth King then un 
Being, to the ſhort ſpace of the ond King, and the whole,

ow belides many Agreements between the Two Reprc- 
ſentations, affuring them one, and the ſame, that would require 
much Diſcourſe; and Conſideration of the whole Frame of this 
ſ{tupendious Pointe of the Prophecy ; Iſhall, as I have endeavour'd 
all along in each Branch of this Diſcourſe, chooſe One, that 
requires leaſt Diſcourſe, and yet is moſt undeniable , that is, 
che Beaſt in the Beginning of chap. 13. who had one of his Heads 
Wounded, and the Pradly Wound was healed, is the Beaſt that had 
the Fourty Two Months limited to Him : The very ſame Beaſt 
had by the Miniſtry and Service of the other Beaſt, of whom | 
will not now enquire, Ir being unneceffary to the Force of this 
Argument : The very ſame Beaſt, I ſay, had an Image made to

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and his Image go inſeparably together ; the very ſame Beaſt had 
the Number of his Name, as alſo his Mark 4 of particular unto 
Him : All theſe the Beaſt, that had the Fourty Two Months de- 
creed to Him undeniably had, for the Prophecy Affirms it in ſe- 
veral expreſs Words, Calling the Beaſt that had theſe, the Firſt 
Beaſt , the Beaſt that had a Wound by a Sword, and did ive ; the 
Beaſt whoſe Deadly Wound was healed. 

Now the very ſame Beaſt that hath the Image, the Mark, the 
Name, the Number of the Name, and was worſhipped, is He that is 
carryed all along with theſe infallible Charatters upon Him 
through every hapter of this Prophecy, after his Deſcription, 
c, 13. till He 1s brought together with the Homan, the City, or 
Church under the ſeventh Pal, and both utterly ogy C. 19. 
And they who had gotten the Viltory oyer his Image, Mark, Name, 
Number of his Name, and would not Worſhip Him, nor his Image, 
celebrate the 7udements of God made maniteſt, upon the Woman, 
the City, and upon Him, Caſt into the Red Sea, or Lake of Fire ; as 
Miſes and the Iſraelites upon the Brink of the Red Sea of Ol, 
ſung the Praiſes of God in cafting Pharaoh and all his Hoſt into thar 
Red Sea, a kind of Fype of this Deſtru&ion. c. 15. 

And aftcr all was fully executed upon the City, oy upon the 
Beaſt, upon the Beaſt Himſelf, and upon his Yale rophet and 
their whole Party; They who arc firſt, and moſt eminent in 
the firſt Reſurreion arc they, who had not worſhipped the Beaſt 
nor his /myge, nor receis'd his Mark, nor his Name , ſo maniteſt- 
_ ly referring to the Beaſt, who had All theſe, who is the Beaſt 

hc had the Forty two Months affigh'd ro Him. c. 13. And indeed 
It is ſo far from two Beaſts, that there is not (except rhat Beaſt, 
whom the Prophecy calls the other Beaſt, who had no Image, 
Mark, Name, nor number of Name ;) any more Beaſts then this 
One Beaft, who had-all theſe, who is kept ſo diſtinCt as not to be 
confounded by the ſpecial care and caution of the Divine Spiris. 
And that other Beaſt firſt miniſtred to this grand Beaſt, rill He 
came to his Number, and after ſerv'd Him as his falſe Prophet, 
and they were adjudged both ro the Lake together; which, I hope, 
is full proof, that the fame Beaft who had the ty two Months 
aſſigned to Him, is the very _ who bears Rome aloft in this 
c. 17, and ſupports its Time at this day. Andtyow the Time 
aſſign'd is very expreſs in this Prophecy, viz. Fifty two Months, 
which was the firſt-point to be made our.

Months are (naturally 
underſtood.) a Time lo yery ſhort,and curt,that They afford no |} 
room nor tpace for Action, that 1s great and conſiderable, Iu 
it is as evident there is a Cyphar or propherick Short-baud for Time, 
that multiplies Days into Tears, and weeks of days inta weeks of 
years, and fo conſequentially and proportionably Manths of Day. 
into Months of Years, and fo proportionably theſe Months of Days 
into Months of Years : And this hath been Standard for the Rate 
of prophetick Time, ever lince It was firſt ſer and ſeal'd by God, 
liek. 4. 6. Ihave appunted thee each day far a year. 

And that therefore It ſhould be fo here, there is greateſt 
Reaſon, 1. Becauſe It is eminent, ſtupendious, profoundeſt 
Prophecy, even this whole Book of Revelation, and particularly 
this of the City and of its Prince the Beaſt, and requires deepeſt 
tearch, and a Mind that hath Wiſdom, as is more than once ad- 
moniſhed in this very point, and part of the Prophecy, that con 
cerns the Beaſt, as if 1t were the moſt dark, miſterious, and low- 
eſt laid of any Thing in this whole Volume of Prophecy ;, ſo thar if 
eycr there be place for ſuch Interpretation of Time, here it is. 

2. The neceſſity of deferring to the Prophecy its own Gran- 
deur, requires this Interpretation of Time ; For when it por- 
trays ſuch a Power, as the Heaſtial Power, and Principality, eve- 
cy ſtroke of which 1s great, and admirable; when It draws fuch

ar be warm itfWat Potency ;, Where could the worlds wondering 
after the Beaſt, and worſhipping Him lodg within ſuch ſtraits of 
Time ? How would the Acclamations ro Him [ who is like ae 
Ihe 
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the Beaſt J be ſpent in a Breath? How would the miniſtry of the 
other Beaſt to him have any place? Where would his War with 
the Saints, and his Power over all Kindreds, Tongues, and Nations 
receiving his Mark, &c, find Room. How could theCity or myſtical 
Woman arrive to thoſe heights, as to offer the Golden Cup of its 
Fornication to all the Princes and Jnhabitants of the World, or to riſc 
to thoſe Riches, to draw ſuch Confluency, as to make its Mer- 
chants. the Greats of the World: Who fees not this Nut-thel] of 
Time cannot contain the Ocean of this Prophecy ? 

Belides, as we have before at large found, the City is to þe 
kept on high by the fixth, ſeventh, and eighth Kings, trom the 
days of John the Apocalyptical Prophet ; we know how great a 
Time hathFun out ſince then, we know the King, that then was 

is long and long ago expir'd ; the ſeventh King was to endure 
but a five ſpace, An what ſhort ſpace muſt it then be, if the eighth 
King or Beaſt was to endure but three years and a half? And yet 
upon this eighth King. was the Woman Kome to ride until its utter 
eſolation, But ic hath and doth (ti}l /it 2ueen fince the Apoſtles 
Time tothis Day, and moſtly upon this Beaſtias King, how can 
then forty two Months if Litteral, anſwer ſo Jong a ſpace ? So that 
there is nothing more undeniable rhen that theſe forty two Months 
are to be drawn our by the Propherical Elaboratory into Months of 
Tears, 

3. When upon a juſt and ſeyere Computation, we find, 
that theſe forty two Months prophetically expounded, will reach 
from the very Time, where according to Prophecy they were 
to b:zgin, down to this Time, and allow for the event, that is to

This was always the Senſe of the Scripture, where ever It 
mentions Months, it intends Time governed by the Moon, whicl: 
had, as all know, ſa great Domination over Zewiſh Time, that 
the great Solemnities of their New Moons and Feaſts received Law 
from it, and lt created all the Tt the Scripture calls Months, 


and becauſe of thoſe New Moons muſt neceſſarily do fo. $0 that 


\ if It were not ſo here, Scripture muſt vary from its own uſe of 


the word throughout all orher places ; for It hath no word, 
that it expreſſes Manths by, bur preciſely taken from the Muu 
or the Newneſs of the Moon, Now why It ſhould do fo here 
without any Reaſon, It ſhould do ſo, but much-the contrary, as 
will appear, what Account can be given ? 

There is nothing more evident, then that thiFdivine Pro- 
phecy keeps a ſtrift and ſevere Diſtiuftion betwixt the Children of 
the day, and of the Night, betwixt the Witneſſes, the Seed of the 
I/oman, the Church, and the Homan the Church it ſelf, who arc 
all of the Da ; and the Gentiles and the Beaſts Times, who arc 
of the Night, For the TI imes of the former are ſ1gnally meaſi- 
red by Days, as governed by the Sun, wherewith the Church is 
Glaathed, But the Times of the latter are charatered by Months, 
as condudted by the Moon, the pale and wan Luminary of the 
Night ; which Moon the Church is ſaid (not without regard to 
this very matter) to have under its Feet, and therefore not fit to 
glve irs Charatter of Time, And ſeeing this hath been taken 
10tice of by many Interpreters of the Revelation, It is much of 
wonder, they have not mealured theſe Months by the Courſe 
of the Moon which Rules the Night, 

The Latine word Menſes hath made the Canfulion, and 1 
know not what ſhould miſlead them but Inobtervaice, ſeeing 
the Hebrew and Greek words exatly tranſlated are Mans, not 
Months, which kept to, had clear'd all daubrs, 

There is a third Reaſon which is very great, and would ab- 
{olutely derermin this Point if it were well Comprehended; aud 
that is, that the Sun is the great meaſure of Days and: Years, 
and of all Time by its Wiperice Motion, and the Moon does bur 
horrow trom it as irs Light, fa its power of guiding and deno- 
minating any Parts of the Courle of Time: | ws o the Church 


and its __ who 1s Cloathed with the Sun, muſt give Law to che 


Courſe of that Time that concerns its {elf and its Seed. And 
It hath the Moon under its Feet in this reſpett alſo, that ir gives 
Laws to the Courſe of the Moon's Time by its own Time ; lo

[Does not another Prophecy lay * Some, a certain Sort, and Suciety 1 
Community of Men hall Depart or Apoſtatize trom the Faith, giving 
heed to wandring Spirits as Divels are called, and ro their Apparitions, 
and foto Dottrines of them as Daimons,and of the Horſhip of they, through 
the Hypecriſce Of Lyars, and Legendary Prieſts, who dilguiling chem - 
{elves in the Garb of extraordinary Holy Perſons Coyn ſuch Sto 
ries of ſuch Spirits appearing to them, ro draw others ro Worthip 
them, having in the mean time their Conſciences ſeared with a hot Iron, 
whoſe Badges by which "They are to be known are, Forbidding to 
Marry, and to Abſtain from Meats, making thele Things the Cogn: 
ſanccs of their Orders? And hayc we not Leen this Scripture tu] 
tilled ? 

Did not the Apcſtle John Foretel a Great Antichriſt, of which the 
Little Antichriſts in his Days were but Forerunners, and did He not 
Foreſhew a great /dolatry coming upon the Chriſtian World, in De- 
rogation from the One Zeſus Chriſt, who is the True God and Eternal 
Life, on which account He makes it: che Farewel of his Epiſtle, L1- 
tle Children, keep your ſelves from [dols. Amen, And have we not ſeen, 
that. great /dolatry again{t the New Teſtament in the /ywocation ot 
pred of Saints, and above all of the Virgin Mary, as a plain Viola- 
tion of the One Mediator Jeſus (Avift, Equal to the Jdolatry againſt the 
One God, and the I/orſhip of Him, and chat in all winds of Imagery, 
and even in a piece of bread * 

Theſe certain Matters of Fatt, and of daily. Experiment joyn'd 
with the Prophecy cannot but give a Plerophory, a full meaſlure ot Al- 
ſurance ; That this preſent Rome is that Community, City Or Church,

Having now ſo far demonſtrated, that the City, Church, and Com- 
wy . out of which we are commanded to come is the very preſent 
Papa me, It remains that we enforce the Command it (eli ro come 
out of it, by particular Inferences from it, 

For hence It appears how neceſſary Ir is for Chriſtians in general 
tro know, and to take notice, that there is ſuch an Apoſtacy trom Chri- 
{tan Religion, diſguiſed under the Name of Catholick Chriſlianity,that 
hath concentred it ſelf in Kome under the name of an Univerſal 
Church, and in ſuch a Head of it as the Pope under the name of Head 
of the Church and Vicar of Chriſt : The Anoſl, not only ſpeaking Face to 
Face, Not only when with them, but by Epiſtle when at diſtance 
from them, writing to the Theſſalonians, thought it a point of great 
Moment, and of deepeſt Intereſt co inform them of it, and ro poſſels 
them of it, and in them all Chriſtians, Learned or Unlearned. 

And the Love of God the Father gave the Kevelation to Jeſus Chriſt, 
ro ſhew it to his Servants as containing this, as One of rhe gicatet 
Points of it : iz.Concerning this Apuſtaſte, che Sear and Relidence of 
it, this Profticuted Church, and City, and the Beaſt the Prince of it, Ic 
can therefore be no ſuch myſterious or unneceHlary Dodtrine, as Ir is 
generally ſupposd, bur hath its greateſt and moſt Fundamental Utes, 
— Thattrhe crue Chriſtianity may by the Compare be more known 

and underſtood in irs true Beauty and Excellency, being a Pure, 
Solid, Eyen, Supreme Extract, and Cube given trom the ed? 
Unerring Wiſdom of God. in the Face of Jeſus Chriſt, Divine, Hea- 
venly, Spiritual, Pure and Chaſte, Full of Mercy, and of all good 
Fruits, Bur Popery is an Irregular, Odd; Traditional Chriſtianity 
made up of /dolatrous, and Superſtirious Kites, Ponp, Riches, and 
Pleaſures of Senſuality, All of the preſ-nc I: vil World , lull of Rage, 
Cruelty, and Blood, againſt All, who do nor ſwallow their mon- 
{trous Articles of Faith, and ſubmit to that flavery of their Antichri- 
ſtian Government ; To Leep men therefore wholly to that Excellent 
Rule of the Word of God in Doctrine, Worſhip, and Practice, and 
under that moſt merciful Diſcipline, it is neceflary to know the 
Goodneſs of the One by the Badu; of the other. 

That one Grand Reafon of rhe 1o fad Inprevalency of 10 excel- 
lent a Religion, as the Religion of Jetus Chrift might be under- 
ſtood ; The great Eclipſe of 1t 1s by fo foul an Apoſtacy and /Mſfery 
of [niquity, caſting ſo black a thade upon it,and fuch a Cloud of 'Tares 
upon the Field of Wheat ; And this hath ſo univerially obtcured Chri- 
ſ[Hanity, and allay'd its Supreme Excellency, and turn'd it into fo 
id ' a Religion, that ir neither hach nor can be Refin d to it 
ſelf, till chat whole Apoſtaſte be conſum'd out of the World , And then 
but not till then, there will be another Face 0! Chrittanuty ; And 
this js necefſary to be known to abare the Scandal, That 
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That the dark Interpoſition between the Kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt, 
according to all the Prophecies of Scriprure, due to him at his Reſur- 
reftion, and the glory of it,may be duely apprehended ,; For the My- 
Rery of Iniquit car! ff early, that it might ariſe to the taking away 
the true daily Gerifee of Chriſtian Religion, and ſcattering the power 
of the Holy People for Time, Times, and half a Time. 

Now this is moſt neceſſary o be known, to take off the Scandal 
of ſo many Maſſive Prophecies and Promiſes as were to entue on the 
Kingdom of the Mefrah, both in relation to the Jews, and to the 
whole World of Mankind, not yer come to pals; but we ought 
againſt it deeply to contider, T here was to be oy two months of the 
Gentiles, and of the Bea#t running parallel to the twelve hundred ſixty 
days Sackclotb of the Witneſſes, 2s the Wilderneſs-#ate of the Church; 
all which was to be by the Fathers own Appointment, (who reſery'd 
Times even as that Day and Hour in his own CAIonce or Right of 
Diſpoſe ) before the Kingdom of Chriſt, and the glorious Accom- 
pliſhment of 4he Prophecees, ſuch as Eſay 2. 1. Zech, 14. with innu- 
merable more; which being ſo peculiar to that Kingdom, cannot 
be adjourn'd to the Day of 7udgment, as generally underſtood. For 
then Chriſt ſhall reuder up the Kingdom to God and < Father, and God 

ſhall be All iy All. 

. Therearifes in the wiſe Ordination of God a mutual Juſtification 


of the Prophecy by the Li bares from Rome upon the general Prin- 


ciples and Rules of the Word of God, without cloſe, and ſtrict, and 
exprels Attendance to the Prophecy, or deriving Directions from 
char; tor how is the Prophecy honour'd and vindicated in command- 
ing to Come out of that City and Church, which Holy, Wile, and Con- 
[cientious Chriſtians ſee Reaſon and juſt Grounds, from 1ts extream 
Pollurions in DoErine, Worſhip, and Pra&ice, and the Imperiout- 
nels of its Tyranny, to come out from, although they did not un- 
deritand Prephecy to commanding them ? And how could Prophecy 
be cicher underſtood or fulfill'd, if Things were not fo. bad upon 
[uch Fundamental Accounts» How could it be verified that Prophecy 
were 10 to be interpreted, if there were not ſo great Reaſons tor 
(,oming out, ſuppoling ehere had been no ſuch Prophecy? 
On the other tide, How is the Separation juſtified by the Prophecy 
thus rightly expounded and interpreted ! For who might not ſcru- 
le, that 1o great and ſo long an Apoſtacy ſhould grow up out of the 
Trolcfhon of Chriſtianity, and that the Broder ot rhe New Teſtament 
ſhould nor have icen and forerold ir? So that it were, without this 
Reaſon alſo, hardly to be believed with that firmneſs and full Aﬀu- 
rance that now it is; viz, that ſuch an Apoſtacy is, 
And why thould there be no cafier a Remedy, might men ſay, 


than a Separation, fo ſolemn and avowed a Separation, if there were 
-not 
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not the Grand Prejudice qnind ſo guilty a Community, that Pro» 
phecy hath long ago paſsd upon ic? There ought ar leaſt ro be all 
means of Reconciliation perpetually us'd. And who could believe 
oy ſhould be ſo long, after ſo many Debares, ineffectual, if there 
had not been a Prophecy commanding the People of God to come out 
of it, and not to expett its Repentance? $0 that cither it would not 
have been fo bad, as to neceſſitate ſuch a Separation, or we may be 
wy there is Prophecy concerning it: Such a Prophecy, and fuch 


an Apoſtacy,undoubredly belong to,and interlock one within another. 

Laſtly, what greater or better Deterininactjon of rheſe everlaſting Diſpures, chan ro 
ſeek into Divine Prophecy, and to find them derermig'd and decided fo long ago by it, 
againſt rhat proffituted Church and myſtical City, and on che ſide of the Separation # This 
certainly 1n che nature of ctheThing muſt ſurer and more ſpeedily make an end of Contro- 
verfie, than rhoſe endleſs Combatings out of Antiquity; for when all the Incerrainties of 
the ways of Diſcourſe among the Ancients, may leave us in an Amaze, and bewildred, 
the Teſtimanies of God are ſyre, Again, Thoſe Ancients might be deceived as Men, but the 
Rightouſneſs of Divine Oracles is Everlaſting: yea, how great Certainty do theſe Propherich 
parts of Scripture give to the Expoſitions and Diſcourles our of Dottrinal parrs of Scrip- 
rure! And certainly, had God ſtirr'd up the Spirirs of che Reformed, by rhe moſt indu- [ndeed pros 
ſtriqus Searches intorhe Word of God, ro have conjoyn'd the one with rhe other, and to phecy if not 
have beftow'd that Time and Diligence in the Explication of Prophecy of Scriprure, that chus con- 
they haye done in Reſearches into che Ancients, the Controverſie had heen long ago at an ceal'd, 
end, and the Apoſtaſie exploded, Bur God hath, in the decp ways of his Judgmentr, reſer- could nor 
ved the luſtre of open Prophecy to che Times nearer to the Kingdom and Coming of Chriſt, j1ve been
